— At an ear- 
ly hour cm Wednesday e veninp. May li4t 1 : , 
the Christian Commission Chapel Wi.s 
crowded bo it* utmost capac ity with officer- 
and soldiers interested in the future of th. 
coiored race. 

A lull delegation of officers Iroiu the 14th, 
Kith, lsth, 42d, and 44ih Regiments U. S. 
C. 1 . were present. The meeting was call- 
ed to order by Lieut. Col. Putnam, and the 
proceedings of the last meeting read trj 
Chaplain KIgin. 

Chaplain Griswold. 1st Minnesota Ueavv 
Artillery, was then introduced by the 
Chairman and addressed the meeting on 
"negro suffrage.'' 

The address was an eloquent and forci- 
ble presentation of the arguments lor 
granting the right of suffrage to the color- 
ed race. 

1st. They are men, and the theory of our 
institutions is that politically men are 
equal. 

2d. We cannot better secure theeleva'ion 
and development of the negro than by giv- 
ing him this right. To proscribe a class is 
to take away all incentive to action. 

Bi. Orant hfm the right and you inak>- 
the colored race the friends of the Repnblic, 
deny it and they become your natu ral ene- 
mies. You inaugurate at once the old an .' 
ever recurring contest between the oppres- 
sors and the oppressed. 

4th. They have won this right by their 
loyalty and devoMon in this contest. 

1 hi -necessity, exi>ediency and justness <>i 
this meaMir.-. nr^'.<-.l r.r>-il'ly and con- 
clusively. The speaker was very happy in 
his effort and was applauded throughout. 

At the conclusion of the address the com- 
mittee, appointed at the last meeting, re- 
ported, through the Secretary, the following 
memorial: 

TO THE PRESIDENT OK THE 
sPKAKER OK THK HOl.sK I 
TATlVKs AN P THE MEMBER 
IsI.ATLRE OK TFNStssKE: 

Sirs: We, the undersigned members of a 
committee, appointed by a large and res- 
pectable meeting of the officers of colored 
troops and other friends of freedom, to draft 
a memorial to be presented to your honora- 
ble body, touching the status of the colored 
people, would respectfully state. 

The persoufc comprising the meeting 
which we represeut, are most of them citi- 
zens of other Stales, representing most of 
the loyal States in the L'nion, and do not 
claim the le^al right <>t }>elition, extended 
to the humblest citizens of your State. Hut 
of black soldiers whom we re- 
H are son* of Tennessee. As citizens 
of on" common country, having at hean 
the welfare of the entire (teople of the Uni- 
ted States; as soldiers who have borne their 
part in this war, for the establishment of 
our Union; as those who have helped to 
meet and turn back the tide of war lrom 
3'our capital; as those especially who havi , 
on various battle fields, witnessed the cour 
age. endurance and manhood of the black 
soldiers, they ask the pr vilege of addr. H - 
iug you on the topic named. 

Under the guidance ol an overruling 
Providence there has been a violent revolu- 
tion, and the right is triumphant Public 
opinion throughout the land has l>een 
changed. Great questions, difficult and 
practical, now demand solution. Tneshock 
at civil war has hurled from its throne Un- 
legalized wrong of slavery, and in its stead 
we find a race of freedmeu, standing U|>ou 
their broken • ■ r- a 1 , ■: a~u;ng ! i th<-it 
rights. Colored soldiers are the representa- 
tive* of the race. We speak for them, they 
are unable to speak for themselves. To 
those of us who are MstsMsntaavJ with them 
aa officers, they daily come and ask, "That 
rights and privilege* will be accorded 
them.'' They have a right to come to us, 
we cm do no less than come to you and re 
peat the inquiry. We earnestly request 
that you grant them— 

1st, The right of personal liberty. 
J.J. Admit them as witn. sses before Courts 
of Justic. 

3d. Provide for them a liberal system of 
education. 

4th. The negro is here and here he must 

More than three hundred thousand of 
this race lielong properly and of right with- 
in the limits of your State. To drive them 
out forcibly, or by unfriendly legislation, 
would be detrimental to the State. A wrong 
to th«- r;nv, and a crime bel'ireGod. No 
oountry has ever recovered from such whole- 
sale expatriation. These, the mass of your 
laborers, are the sinews of your Slate. 
They have tilled your fields, worked your 
mines, and their hands have heaped up 
V**ur wealth. Their labor as slaves has 
been neceaaary; is it less so as freemen? Hy 
what right does one race presume to expel 
an t her lrom soil common bv birth? 

There is no need of a special law of va- 
grancy for black men. By his true loyalty 
and faithful military service in defense of 
your State, he ha* earned, if be did not pos- 
h«s8, the ritrht to fix bis home where he 
will, bo rear his own family and to elect his 
vocations. The stability and prosperity ol 
the State depends largely upon the content- 
ment and cheer I ulness of its laboring 
classes. Expediency and justice demand 
that the exercise of the full right of person- 
al liberty be granted to these people. 

2d. Make the black a competent witness 
before courts of justice. How else shall he 
enjoy the rights of personal liberty for 
which we have argued? To what end do 
you grant him s family circle and a home 
it the ruffian and the burglar are allowid 
with impunity and disturb 
of the one and violate the 
sacred right* of the other? Your 



where tradesmen have robbed the negro 
and gone unpunished because the law lis- 
tens not to the testimony of the victim. The 
protection ol commerce demands this, con- 
sistency demands it, for if a negroe's testi- 
mony be admitted in a court against one of 
big own race, it should be, under similar 
restrictions, against any other race. The 
inaintainanceof public virtue demands this. 
Juctice demands it. 

Why need we argue the necessity of pro- 
viding a liberal system of education for 
these people? It is the only antidote to the 
sting of slavery and the poison of ignorance. 
By this means you wipe out the stain of the 
past, meet the demands of the present and 
provide for the security and welfare of the 
future. 

The increase of wealth, the peace of soci- 
ety, the prevalence of virtue, an ! the sta- 
bility of your institutions depend upon the 
wisdom of your legislation upon this ques- 
tion. But our provinco is to ask it as a 
right for those people. The past is gloomy 
and desolate because t ie light of knowledge 
has been excluded from them. The lesson 
of the war is, that the free. In) an learns 
with zeal and gladness. Let your noble 
State throw wide the schools to these people 
and bid them enter. We ask no special 
ImMbNm lor the blacks. Treat them with 
liberality. Trammel them not with need- 
ess enactment. Purge your code of it* in- 
vidious distinctions and permit him to run 
without a load, the race of lite. We ask no 
hasty legislation, but these rights, and others 
greater will at length prevail, and it is for 
your honorable body, composed of men 
who have stood faithful among the many 
faithless, to lay broad the foundation of 
your State* better future.

The memorial was unanimously adopted, 
as the expression of the meeting. 

The Secretaries weie instructed to pre- 
pare and forward copies of the memorial to 
Judge Trimble, of the Senate, and Repre- 
sentative Hood, ol the House, to be pre- 
sented by them to the Legislature of Ten- 
nessee. 

Also to forward copies of the same to the 
Chattanooga Gazette, Nashville Times and 
Union, Louisville Press, and Journal, Cin- 
cinnati Gazette, and Commercial, Chicago 
Tribune, Indianapolis Journal, Missouri 
Democrat, New York Independent, anu An- 
glo African, for publication. 

The following resolutions offered by Col. 
T. J. Morgan, 14th U.S. C. I., command in % 
1st Colored Brigade, A. C, were unanim- 
ously adopted. On motion they were or- 
dered to be forwarded with the memorial 
to the above named papers for publication 

Resolved, That, next to the Religion of 
the Bible, Personal Liberty is the dearest 
gift of God to man. 

Resolved, That the colored soldiers in 
tliis war, have, at Mflikin's Bend, Port 
Hudson, Port Wagner, Olustee, Decatur, 
Nashville, Petersburg, and elsewhere, 
made for themselves a proud record, and 
vindicated the claim of their race to the full- 
est enjoyment of the right of personal liber- 
ty. Fighting under the American Flag, 
inspired by American ideas, the slave be 
comes a hero. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of officers ol 
colored troops to speak in tones which can 
be heard and claim for their soldiers the 
privileges due to brave men. 

Resolved, That the teaching of this revo- 
lution and the genius ol our Government, 
are opp.'tsed to any caste save that founded 
upon merit. Rewards should be given to 
the most deserving, and power entrusted to 
those best tilted to weild 11. 

Resolved, That one of man's inalienable 
rights is the privilege of seeking the highest 
culture of which he is susceptible. The 
common schools and colleges, ihe trades 
and professions, commerce and travel and 
all other aids aud incentives to develop- 
ment should extend their privileges alike 
to all. No liberal college should exclude 
from its halls any class of students. 

Resolved, That all should be equal before 
the law; that there should be the smalle-l 
possible amount of class legislation: that 
making laws lor Moors, Jews, Papist*, Ke- 
formers and Witches, is a system of legis- 
lation unworthy to find a recognition in our 
legislative halls, and legislating for the ne- 
gro must soon be classed in the same cate- 
gory, that to exclude black people by law 
lrom any State, is an outrage and a shame. 
It is inexpedient, unjust aud barbarous ; 
and forced colonization rests upon no better 
loundation. 

Resolved, That we hail with delight Ihe 
appointment of Major General O. O. How- 
ard to the control of the Bureau for Freed 
men. 

Col. John A. Spooner. of Massachusetts, 
being called out made a very pithy speech 
and "brought down the house.'' 

The meeting was charactei ized through 
out with harmony, enthusiasm aud unan- 
imity.

The Philadelphia Inquirer of Tuesday 
reiterates the story of ironing Jeff Da v 
and says that the prisoner was heavily 
manacled one day last week, and so re- 
mained till the next day afternoon. Du- 
ring the days he was ironed Davis stead- 
fastly refused food .eating each day nothing 
but a bit of bread, and yesterday Dr. Cra- 
vens said plain! v to the authorities that un- 
less he was relieved from the shackles, the 
prisoner would not live two days. In con- 
sequence of Ibis repr. seutation, the irons 
were removed late yesterday afternoon, and 
then Dr. ('ravens is rej>orted to have fur- 
ther expressed the opinion that unless Da- 
vis was allowed more fresh air than he 
could get by constant confinement in his 
cell, he would not live ten days. 

1 »avis certainly has shown a childishness 
and temper that is in the highest degree 
disgraceful to him, and robs him of all 
claim to pity or respect. No great state 
criminal ever stood in so unenviable a light 
before the world. From the first moment 
of his capture until now he has not shown 
a single sign of that fortitude, courage aud 
dignity that have so often gilded the last 
hours of crime. None of this has he shown. 
He acts and talks like a spoiled child, whose 
playthings have been taken away. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Boston Advertiser states confidently the fol- 
lowing : 

It is nearly four weeks since a statement 
was made in this correspondence as to the 
disposition made of the body of the assas- 
sin John Wilkes Booth, which, since then, 
has been widely reported throughout the 
country and as many times contradicted. 
Of the substantial truth of the main partic- 
ulars there can be no doubt. It will not be 
very many days before the visitors to the 
Army Medical'Museum in this city will be 
granted a view of the portion of the spinal 
vertebra of the murderer through which 
passed the avenging bullet. The relic will 
l>e esteemed a most valuable one by those 
skilled in medical science, exhibiting, aa it 
does, plainly the exact nature of the wound 
and demonstrating the intense agony iu 
which Booth must have passed his long 
hours of lingering death. It is now in pro- 
cess of preparation at the Museum, and not 
yet accessible to the public. 

A correspondent of the Washington 
Chronicle says: "Where the pure blood of 
Abraham Lincoln flowed aud his noble 
h. d bowed down for the last time on earth, 
let us hear no more the broad farce, or the 
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United States Christian Commission.

Future Work of the Sanitary Commission. 

Editors Chicago Tribune: The Managers 
of the Sanitary Fair now being held in this 
city are so fr» imently questioned in regard 
to the present condition of the treasury ol 
the Sanitary Commission, and the use to be 
made of its funds, that they have requested 
me to publish answers to the questions 
daily and hourly asked. This, with your 
permission I will, as briefly a* possible do. 

1st. The Sanitary Commission has now in 
its treasury sufficient to pay it* current and 
inevitable expenses to about the 1st of Sep- 
tember next. The "current expenses" are 
created by 1st, the purchase, transportation 
aud distribution of such stores above and 
beyond donations in kind a* are needed for 
the health and comfort of troops in the field 
or in hospital. For the next three mouths 
the demand from this source wid be scarcel v 
less than heretofore; after that time it may 
be expected to be greatly diminished. 

2d. The maintenance of twenty Soldiers' 
Homes, similar to that at Cairo, 111., in all 
of which over 3,000 soldiers are daily fed and 
lodged, for whom no other adequate provis- 
ion is or can be made. This branch of the 
Commission's work will be a* active during 
the next three months as at any previous 
time. 

:id. The maintenance of Gratuitous Pen- 
sion, Pay Agencies, established iu nearly 
every important town in the Northern 
States. These agencies are now more use- 
ful than at any former period, and their 
value to soldiers and soldiers' families 
will hardly be diminished for a year to 
come. 

4th. The maintenance of the Hospital Di- 
rectory, a register kept by the Sanitary 
Commission of all the names and history of 
all soldiers who have entered general mili- 
tary hospitals in the country, so far a* it 
has been possible to procure them— this re- 
cord now including over 1,200,000 names, 
embracing list* of battle field casualties 
and deaths in rebel prisons. Its current 
and permanent value can hardly be ever 
stated, and it is very important that the Di- 
rectory should be kept up for some mouths 
to come. 

Such are some of the more important 
branches of the business of the Sanitary 
Commission, to which the money donated to 
il ha* been and will be devoted. It will be 
seen from what I have written that the de- 
mands upon the Treasury of the Commis- 
sion from these sources will consume all 
the funds it contains. 

Another and no less important subject 
ha* of late appealed strongly to the patriot- 
ism an philauthropy of the Commission, 
and that is the care of the permanently dis- 
abled of the army, in asylums where such 
a measure of comfort aud happiness may 
be secured to them as a grateful country can 
bestow. This ha* occupied much of their 



fort* in this direction will be measured only 
by the means at their command. A pecu- 
liarly qualified person bas, at their instance, 
visited and fully reported upon all the )>e- 
nevolent institutions ol this kind in the old 
world, and they have planned and are ex- 
pecting soon to establish one or more per- 
manent soldiers' homes, which shall not 
only meet in great measure the impending 
want, but shall serve as models for all simi- 
lar institutions in our own country or else- 
where. To this object will be devoted ail 
the funds secured by the Sanitary Commis- 
sion not imperatively demanded for the 
maintenence of the enterprise* which it has 
already in successful operation.

The Methodist Church in Kentucky. 

A writer in the Western Advocate, who 
signs himself "Peace," merit* attention. 
We are sorry we cannot quote the whole 
article: 

"In Kentucky', where for elev?n years 
the Methodist Episcopal Church has had an 
annual Conference— not large in numbers, 
it is true— but composed of ministers as 
faithful and efficient a* any in the connec- 
tion, the Cburcb, South, still maintains its 
status, and with its two large Conferences — 
the Kentucky and the Louisville — ha*, up 
to very lately, regarded its permanency as 
understood. It is true, the phase of things 
is assuming a different aspect now, and the 
probabilities are, that, so far a* the first- 
named Conference is concerned — and it is a 
noble and talented body, and with few ex- 
ceptions, altogether loyal — there will be a 
reunion, and a return to the bosom of the 
parent Church. This, you will say. is 'a 
consummation devoutly to be wished,' and 
all the loyal people will respond, 'Amen.' 
Several churches in central Kentucky have 
already taken position in this movement, 
and 'the rest are coming,-' not through inva- 
sion from the Methodist Episcopal Church; 
not by conquest, but a* the consequence of 
affectionate invitation. 

"The same result will be realized through- 
out the Soutb, if the same policy be pur- 
sued. The bishops, in this regard, have 
acted wisely. They have gone no further 
than they were invited, in taking ecclesias- 
tical possession of Southern territory, and 
supplied no churches, except where they 
were requested to do so. Had they acted 
otherwise, and gone as far in their repos- 
session of the South and West, as military 
sanction and protection would have justi- 
fied—though they might have occupied the 
church houses they would have been minus 
the congregations, for the heurt* of the peo- 
ple would have bt»en arrayed against them. 
Now it is different. From their pacific and 
christian course, the general mind is being 
attracted toward them and the parent 
Church. We hear it often said, 'Would 
that our bishops would come more into the 
South.' This, four years ago, would have 
been a novelty. 

"The dictates of wisdom, piety, and char- 
ity would now suggest that the true policv 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church toward 
her erring and truant children of the South 
should be — not to say in peremptory tone — 
give ine that which is mine (MM — but rather 
in christian charity, 'Brother, as you have 
escaped with life from the hideous foldings 
of that great serpent, the rebellion— though 
bruised and broken, wounded and sad — 
there is a heart of sympathy still in your 
father's breast. Beloved prodigal, come 
from the state wherein you have "wasted 
your substance," come home to your 
father's house, and we will "kill the fatted 
calf." ' Let this be the course to be pursued 
toward the Church, South, and in a little 
time the unity of Methodism will be re- 
stored, and the Church will 'put on her 
strength' again." 

This is our view precisely. Let the policy 
be atl'ectiouate, but let there be action. Dr. 
Newman says that what is done in the 
Southwest should l»e doue within ninety 
days. Our bishops could do nothing bette'r 
than to send two or more of their number 
as commissioners to confer with the heads 
of the Southern Methodist Church, on the 
restoration of the unity of Methodism, upon 
the basis of loyalty to the Union, and the 
entire enfranchisement of the slave. 



TWOM LONDON. 

"Aubrey" writes to the Cincinnati Ga- 
zette aud describes a large public meeting 
held in Westminster Palace Hotel, over 
which the Duke of Argyle presided: 

Peter Taylor, M. P., spoke with great 
force. Alluding to Sir K. Lowe's dictum 
that people had "no abstract rights," he 
said they certainly had rights that were ab- 
stracted. He closed with au eloquent trib- 
ute to America, whu-h raised a furore in 
the crowded hall. "Au honorable mem-

company of Sunday school chil- 
dren ea ed upon the President the other 
day, and showered him with flowers. He 
made them a speech, saying a good many- 
pleasant thiugs, the following amoug 
others: 

Never feel that you are superior to your 
more bumble companions and comrades. 
Instead of tryiug to humble them and 
make their condition lower, your pride 
should be to elevate them to the standard 
you occupy. Sometimes one may come in 
rags, and begrimmed with dirt; but beneath 
the rags and the dirt a jewell may be fouud 
as bright as any yet discovered, aud the 
humble individual may develop that which 
wonld prove aa bright an ornament as the 
jewels of any crowned head. All should 
understand this, and that even those who 
have no means can at least make aa effort 
to be good and great. In this matter he 
(the speaker) was an agrarian — such an 
agrarian as would elevate and estimate all 
in proportion to their virtue and merit. In- 
trinsic merit should be the base upon which 
all should stand. He would pull none 
down, but would elevate all— level upward, 
not level downward. His notion had al- 
ways been that the great mass of the Amer- 
ican people could be elevated. If all will 
be elevated, we may become the greatest 
and most exalted nation on the earth. 

My little daughters and sons (said the 
speaker) give me your attention while I 
say, honestly and truly, that if I could in- 
form you of something and put that into 
immediate effect, which would tend to the 
elevation of you all, I would be prouder of 
it than to be President forty times. [Ap- 
plause.] Here is the Executive Mansion, 
and yonder is the Capitol of a great nation, 
and you look to those who make and exe- 
cute the laws, as persons sublime and 
grand. But just think for a moment. You 
are the crop behind us. All those build- 
ings, and all of this Government, will, one 
day, pass under your control, and become 
your property, and you will have to put in 
torce and control the principles of govern- 
ment, of religion, and humanity. Anil let 
all boys consider— every mother's son of 
them — [laughter] that each one is born a 
candidate for the Presidency. [Laughter 
and applause.] Why not, then, commence 
at once to educate yourselves for the Presi- 
dency? And he would say to the little girls, 
that, while they could not be Presidents, 
they are born candidates for the wives of 
Presidencs. [Laughter.] While each little 
bay may feel he is a candidate for the Pres- 
idency, each little girl may feel she is a can- 
didate for a President's wife; aud each 
should commence at once to qualify himself 
and herself morally, intellectually, and so- 
cially, for such high positions. 

The Use of Opium. 

A writer in the New York Journal of 
Commerce has been making some investi- 
gations into the annual imports of opium 
into the United States in 1840. He says 
that: 

"While $40,S74 paid-the foreign coat of all 
the opium imported at the ports of the 
United States in 1840, it took f&S.ss; to pay 
the cost iu the year ending June 30, 1862, an 
increase from forty thousand to nearly one 
million of dollars, in less than twenty-five 
years. 

"Of the large sum last mentioned, 30,482 
P >unds, valued at $96,17L were landed at 
Moston; 163,055 pounds, valued at $554,443, 
at New York; while the value of |27I,796, 
mostly 'prepared' opium, was landed on 
the Pacific, chiefly for the use of the Chi- 
nese in California. It is true that the medi- 
cai business connected with the army is re- 
s|K>nsible for a portion of this iucrease 
since the war began ; but the statistics show 
a very heavy consumption of opium pre- 
vious to the war — the imports for the year 
ending June 30, 1860, averaging over one 
hundred and Jwenty thousand pounds per 
annum. '- IwlS is an enormous amount for 
the consumption of this country, and shows 
that a large number of people must use the 
drug habitually, iu some form, for the grat- 
ilication of their cravings for a stimulant. 
There may be less disgrace connected with 
its use, but the effects, mental and physical, 
are far more injurious than those which 
follow the abuse of alcoholic drinks, while 
the habit is much less easily cured or re- 
strained."— [Medical and Surgical Reporter.

The Danville Gazette says, the following 
is a quotation Iron a letter written by an 
intelligent and observant gentleman— a 
man who has been a slaveholder all *he 
days of his life, aud upon whose garments 
there never has b?en even the faintest odor 
of Abolitionism. Head it : 

Having been, before the rebellion, like 
moat Southern men, a decided pro-slavery 
man, and apprehensive of disastrous re- 
sult- from any sudden change in the rela- 
tions of master and servant, I have watched 
caretully and with deep interest the practi- 
cal operation of emancipation, and venture 
10 (-niijinunicate the result of my observa- 
tion-. 

I had supposed and expected to see, from 
the sudden »nd radical change, much re- 
vulsion and disturbance, and much discom- 
fort and injury, if not ruin, to both the 
white and black races. But I own to an 
entire and most agreeable disappointment. 
It is almost incredible that, in so short a 
apace of time, the people, of all grades and 
colors, should have gotten fully into the 
gear of the new system aud so readily and 
effectually adapted themselves to the great 
revolution. 

Fir-t, I have noted fully the effect upon 
the colored population of the great instinc- 
tive impulse mat prompts the species to de- 
sire the appiopriation to the producer of 
the product* ofhislaljor. The animating 
principle seems to have made of the negro 
a new creature. Men who. as slaves, were 
known to lie idle aud worthless, have be- 
come industrious aud thrifty. Many have 
accumulated considerable property, and 
have given new comforts to their families, 
aud largi-iv increased respectability. A 
former servaui of mine, who is still located 
on my farm, has improved and eularged 
his building, owns a cart, two horses, sev- 
eral rows, a goodly supply of farming and 
gardening utensils, raises pork enough for 
the supply of his family, aud gives employ- 
ment to several of bis darkey neighbors. 
Another has done quite as well, aud sports 
a much liuer buggy aud team than his for- 
mer master. A third one earns tweu'y- 
flve dollars per month as a teamster. 

These are mere examples: but this class 
is quite numerous aud daily eularging. 
There arc exceptions t<, this lavorable pic- 
ture, of course. Hut the example of the 
Industrious and thriving is gradually exer- 
cising its influence upon the contrary class 
by exhibiting the marked difference in the 
condition of the two classes, and thus re- 
claiming the kilt and vicious. And the 
revolution is going on each hour, and will 
go on until) its work shall have been con- 
summate I. What has done all this? It is 
but the operation of the instinct of our na- 
ture that a human being will labor harder 
and exert more energy when what be works 
for is to be, when his work shall have beeu 
done, his own. God, in his wisdom aud 
goodness, has implanted deep in the human 
bosom the desire for the acquisitiou of prop- 
erty, and just as deep has tie fixed in the 
human constitution the principle that en- 
gagement is the great secret and source of 
thing we call human happiness. And ac- 
tual result is fast demonstrating that the 
instinct and the principle are common to 
both races — animate and impel as well the 
black man as the white. 

Engage the negro and be becomes hap- 
pier and more moral. Let him have for his 
own use aud di-position the products of his 
labor, and be will have engagement with 
all its moral and physical results. There 
lies the simplest sec et of the future regen- 
eration of the black race. 

A corollary from this is the proposition 
that the white man is to be benefitted by 
the change from slave to paid labor. Pay 
the negro his daily or moulhly wages, and 
he works far more cheerfully and faithfully. 

But experience here, too, offers its in- 
struction. I am entirely satisfied that paid 
labor is far more profitable. A day or two 
since, I conversed with oue of the 'most in- 
telligent farmers of my county— a shrewd 
man, who, before the rebellion, cultivated 
his farm with his own slaves— and asked 
for his experience. He declared that his 
profit* has been more than doubled under 
the system of paid labor. 

I asked him the rea-on. He said the dar- 
key did double as much work since he was 
paid; that he bad notroubleand no expense 
about the maintenance of his labor, all that 
being taken ofi his hands by merging main- 
tenance in the per diem allowance; and that 
he had no drones on hand, noold and infirm 
to support. He said, further, that he did 
more work Limselt, and that his family 
did more, so that they got along with less 
help. 

Several other farmers gave me similar 
accounts, aud I believe that a man who 
would now propose to reintroduce slavery 
into my country, would be regarded in any 
other light.than that of a public benefactor. 

Is not that a good system that increases 
our profits while it elevates the other race 
in the scale of being? And is not that a 
i system that makes us all do more 
and get along with less help— that 
lverts drones, white and black, into ac- 
industrious workers?

—kalsing^I.lberty Pole—Speeches

Stevenson, Va., May 2», 1865. 
Contending armies no longer move 
through our land, the roar of artillery is 
hushed, hloody battles and brilliant victo- 
ries no longer give interest to the communi- 
cations of correspondents. 

While the public are thus waiting for 
some new developments, a few scenes of 
peace may be of interest to the readers of 
the Daily Press. 

Wheat and grass, in Fredrick county, 
look well. The spring crops are a little 
backward, on account of the bad weather. 
Farmers have planted as extensively as 
their means will permit. Fruit of ail kinds, 
excepting apples, will be abundant. 

But wheat and corn are not all the people 
are raising; they are raising many a "lib- 
pole "and unfurling from its top the 
rs and Stripes." On the 27th inst. the 
1 people, so.ne four miles west ot this 
place,' met for the purpose of performing 
this interesting ceremony. A large con- 
course of people assembled at an early 
hour, and amused themselves by social 
chat, interspersed with an occasional piece 
of patriotic music from the band, until the 
hour ot 12 o'clock. 

The first part of the programme was the 
serving up of a fine dinner to the soldiers. 
Some three hundred of Uncle Sam's boys 
were supplied with an 



abundance of bread ond butter, boiled ham, 
roast chicken, pies and cakes of every de- 



scription, and after they had all well 
eateu," the ladies "gathered up twelve 
baskets full," which they sent to the sick 
soldiers in camp. The committee of ladies 
who waited on the table, was too large to 
mention all their names. They did their 

duty well. , , ~ , 

Next in order was the raising ot the pole. 
While the men were fastening the lines the 
ladies were entwining around the top a 
beautiful wreath of flowers and evergreens. 
The wreath was prepared by Miss Mary 
George, Miss Mary Haden, Miss Martha 
Barrett, Miss T. Friese aud Miss Martha 
Nelson, and did much credit to their floral 
taste. 

The pole, one hundred feet long, was 
raised iu a very few minute* without trouble 
or accident. And it is due to the citizens to 
Bay that no soldier laid his hands to the 
work. The citiaens raised it themselves. 
When all was ready, Miss Mary George, 
assisted by Miss Isabel Barrett, Miss Ellen 
Keiter, Miss Martha Barrett, Miss T. Friese, 
Miss Rebecca Ridgeway, aud Mrs. Virginia 
Robinson proceeded to raise a very large 
and beautiful flag. As soon as the banner 
was fairly fluttering in the breeze, aged 
men and women sent up a shout which car- 
ried a thrill of joy to the hearts of all the 
soldiers. The gray haired sires and the 
grand mothers, tottering upon the verge of 
the tomb, wept as they gazed upon the out- 
spread wings of the eagle and thought how 
they h d prospered under its protection in 
former days. 

I have stood beneath that glorious banner 
iu my native country when all was quiet, 
and gazed upon it from the snow caped 
peaks of the Rocky Mouutaius where it 
was the only representation of a Christian 
land. I have followed it upon the field of 
blood when thousands of brave hearts ral- 
lied around it as their guidiug star, but I 
never realized its worth until I saw it tioat- 
rng iu the breeze sustained by the fine 
hauds of Virginia's daughters and hailed 
as the guardian angel of her dearest rights, 
a messenger of peace to hor bleeding sons, 
a herald of freedom to her oppressed slaves. 
When mothers hold up their pratling babes 
and said, "That is our flag." When the 
young lady bid the young man by her 
side, gaze upon it and told him that she 
would love him, only as he loved that em- 
blem of his country's honor, when t!;e aged 
and infirm, leaning upon their crutches, 
uncovered their heads and bowed iu rever- 
ence before it, I said iu 1113' heart, "there is 
none other like it," and rejoiced that my 
sword had helped sustain it.' 

Several gentlemen made short and appro- 
priate speeches. Mr. I riplett and Mr. 
Robinson, both citizens of the place, were 
particularly interesting. They are b >tu un- 
compromising patriots, and both men of 
correct aud enlarged views. They will 
wield a powerlul iufluence for good in the 
reconstruction of the shattered society. 

The election passed off quietly iu this 
county and, so tar as I have yet learned, 
resulted iu a complete Union victory. It is 
earnestly hoped lhat |>eace has permanent- 
ly settled upon this people, and that here- 
after they shall be permitted to reap that 
which they have sown.

Jos. R. Underwood, Chairman of the 
Frankfort Anti-Amendment, "Opposed-to- 
all-Changes" Convention, is recreant to his 
former "radical" principles. During the 
Constitutional Convention canvass of '49, 
he was progressive enough to declare 011 
the stump, That "slavery as it exists among 
us is prejudicial to the general happiness 
and interest of the people, injurious to our 
children, dangerous to our country, and 
immoral in its tendencies— a great evil- 
wrong in its origin, injurious to both races, 
white and black, and ought to be termi- 
nated;" that he owed it to his country, his 
children, and himself to insist upon some 
UHMtfHilthMIBj provision pointing to its ter- 
mination; that causes were daily accumu- 
lating which must end in the liberation of 
the slave; the time rapidly approached 
when in Kentucky slave labor would be 
superceded by free labor, aud even then it 
would be more profitable to the farmer to 
cultivate his farm by tree labor; that "it is 
not at a'l surprising so many slaveholders 
lose their estates and become bankrupt, for 
our slaves do not by their labor pay legal 
interest on their value;" that those socie- 
ties are most prosperous where laborers are 
free and governed by their interests aud 
their contracts in the performance of ser- 
vice; that it is free labor which builds up 
ctlies and towns and manufacturing aud 
mechanical establishments, and "Louis- 
ville to-day would be ahead of Cincinnati, 
had there never been a slave iu Kentucky." 

We appeal from J. R. Underwood a con- 
federate of C. A. Wickliffe to J. R. Under- 
wood a follower of Henry Clay.

The South — The whole South is pro- 
foundly qui t. There is railroad travel 
from Wasuington to South Carolina. There 
is telegraphic communication between 
Washington and Central Georgia, which 
will presently be completed to Montgom- 
ery and Vicksburg. The lines of telegraph 
between Memphis and New Orleans have 
been opened, aud all the old connections 
will soon be resumed.

This he kept 
to the quarter stretch, but Asteroid, 
after considerable effort, gained the 
lead, coming home on the first 
mile in the extraordinary fast time 
of 1:44. the quicket mile ever made in 
a two mile race with weight. On the second 
mile Loadstone showed very tine speed, 
lapping Asteriod several limes, but he was 
shaken off each time, and Asteroid came to 
the string one length ahead iu 3:38. 

This was one ol the most exciting races 
ever run in Kentucky. Everybody was 
satisfied. The friends of Loadstone may 
well feel proud of him, for never was a 
horse driven as be drove Asteriod. It is 
rumored that they will go again Saturday 
in three mile heats. If so another exciting 
time may be anticipated.

Foreign Mews— The Loudon Owl Again. 

Farther Point, June tk— The steamship 
North American, from Liverpool 2:30 P. M. 
25th, via Londonderry 2»>th, arrived at 9:30 
this morning.

A Fleet for Europe. 

The many naval officers in Washington 
are much excited in relation to tbe ap- 
proachiug rendezvous of Admiral Gold- 
boro's fleet at Fortress Monro*. This fleet 
will be composed of from thirty to sixty 
sail, and will depart for tbe Mediterranean 
on a tbree years' cruise about the 4th of Ju- 
ly. The naval officers are gesticulating 
excitedly with each other as to who shall 
stay behind. The New Ironsides and two 
double-turreted mouitors will make part of 
the fleet. The flag-ship will be the Colora- 
do. She will drop anchor for several months 
in the harbor of Marseilles, and then the 
. eBt of the fleet will scatter for various 
points of the sea. 

About ten vessels will cruise about the 
Ilritsh Isles and iu the North Sea. The 
ocean at the time of year designated is gen- 
erally as smooth as a duck pond, and the 
iron-clads, it is presumed, will get across 
bravely. Admiral Goldsborough's private 
boat will be a small steam vessel, formerly 
••ailed the A. D. Yauce. The object of this 
expedition is to acquaint our pilots with 
European harlors and to attest the sea-go- 
ing qualities of our marine, aa well as to 
show Kurope the advances we have made in 
naval architecture and gunnery. 

We shall lose nothing by thus olainly 
exhibiting our strength, as every board of 
admiralty in Europe has already plans and 
models ofe.ery gunboat we have built dur- 
iug the war. There is nothing out of tbe 
way in this cruise. Before the war we made 
such expeditions frequently; but now we 
shall send abroad more vessels than before 
constituted our entire navy. The world, 
therefore, will get some inkling of us; here- 
tofore its acquaintance with the States has 
been chiefly derived from rebel priva- 
teers.
